Three Dinners in One Day Utterly 
Prostrate the President. 


A Night of Anxiety With Secretary Chandler 
as a Nurse—Shrimp Salad, Deviled Crabs 
and Malaria Given as the Cause. 


. By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 21.—The Pres- 
ident was taken seriously ill at an early 
hour yesterday morning, and it waAs 
not until afternoon that he was pronounced 
by the physicians to be mending. He hada 
hard time the day before. Three dinners— 
one with the military at Schuetzen Park, one 
with afriend in™the city, Capt. Botts, and 
one with the Mayor in the afternoon—were a 
good deaiof strain, yet the President went 
aboard of the Tallipoosa just before mid- 
night, apparently feeling very well. With 
him were Secretary Chandler and Private 
Secretary Phillips. They thought that the 
President was in unusually good humor. The 
Tallipoosa lay out at anchor in the river, 
just off the city docks. The water was 
smooth and the Tallipoosa lay on it likea 
log on a sand bank. The President 

SMOKED A CIGAR 

after he went aboard, and then went to bed. 
At about two o’clock this morning he called 
Aleck Powell, his private messenger. Al- 
eck found the President very sick. He was as 
pale asthe pillow on which he lay, and 
seemed to be suffering great pain. Clammy 
sweat stood on his brow. He was faint and 
could hardly speak. The Tallipoosa’s phy- 
siclan was at once called. He found the 
President suffering fromachill that came 
as near to being a congestive chill as possi- 
ble. The ship doctor could not conceal his 
alarm. Pails of hot water were called for 


and mustard poultices besides seda- 
tives were administered. From § two 
until four o’clock the most 


vigorous action on the part of the physi- 
cian could not bring about a reaction. It 
was decided by Secretary Chandler that un- 
less the President was better by six he 
would telegraph to Washington for the Pres- 


ident’s physicians. It was an anxious night 
that they ail had in the little stateroom, tbe 
very one that was fitted up to take Presi- 
dent Garfield to Long Branch just before 
he died. Applications of hot water to 
THE PRESIDENTS FEET 
were made constantly, and the mustard 
poultices drew biisters. It seemed almost 
impossible to bring about reaction. Besides 
the chill, the President was suffering great 
pain. The effect of the sedatives was simply 


tostupefy. Atlength it was determined to 
resort to enema. ‘The result was satis- 
factory. ntle aw gg dampened his 
brow, and he dropped off for a brief nap. 


thought that the re- 
action he had been workin for 
four hours to produce ha seat 
in. At dawn the President was _rest- 
ing easier, and Secretary Chandler, 
who had been with the sick man all night, 
retired to his state-room. At 6 o’clock Dr. 
Beach pronounced the President better, 
though stilla very sick man. All through 
the morning the President drowsed. He was 
still under the influence of sedatives. Coffee 
was brought him at 7 o’clock, but he 
could not touch it. His stomach 
REFUSED ALL NOURISHMENT. 
A cool breeze came in at the window, but the 
air was heavy. ‘The President seemed 
anxious to get away. At 11 o’clock the Pres- 
ident called fora little ice-cold ginger ale. 
It was given him and he swallowed a little 
with relish. ltwas then apparent that his 
sickness was being mastered. He continued 
to improve and late in the afternoon crawled 
out on the upper deck to get a little air. He 
was pale and feeble. Dr. Beach was sorry 
that he had left his state room at all but he 
insisted on doing so. The President said 
that he had suffered from a very severe 
attack of bilious colic, but he did not know 
that it had been 
AGGRAVATED BY A CHILL. 
He staid on deck ag | a few moments and 
then went back to his state-room. e is 
resting easily, and Dr, Beach ,hopes that 
he will be well enough by _ to-mor- 
row to resume his journey. The President’s 
illness was caused partly by over-eating 
and pattly by exposure in the dense jungles 
of Lower Florida. Had he been sea-sick 
on the way up from St. Augustine, as Secre- 
tary Chandler was, the Doctor says that 
he might ne 9 have been greatly bene- 
fited. Instead he was stirred up by the 
heavy seas. Atthe dinner yesterday such 
indigestible food as shrimps, salad and dev- 
iled crab were served, and the President ate 
heartily of them. Then there was the ride 
on the river in the malarious night air. All 
combined to bring the President down. 
THE STARTLING FEATURE 

of the attack was the congestive nature 
of the chill from which he sutfered. It indi-

PittsBuRG, April 21.—James Park, Jr., 
one of thr oldest iron and steel mauufactur- 
ers of the city, died this morning of apo- 
plexy.

Railroads—Important Meeting Wednesday 
—A Tough Struggle. 


On next Wednesday there will be heid in New 
York a conference between railroad officials, live 


on the outcome of which to avery large extent 
depends the future of the great stock yards of St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Chicago, or the actual 
life of the shippers of dressed beef. It occurred 
some time ago toa number of wealthy Chicago 
gentlemen that, whereas it is conceded that beef 
is better for having been killed and put on ice for 
several days, and whereas there is no reason 
why cattle should be crowded into cars, starved, 


heated and injured, and hauied all the way to 
New York, to arrive in a wholly unrecognizable 
condition, and whereas right here in the West 
is a good market for the hide, tallow, horns, hoofs 
and other offal of cattle, why, therefore, be it not 
resolved that said cattle shall be killed in the 
West and the dressed quarters forwarded by 
raiiin the handsome refrigerater cars for such 
eases made and provided? The outiook being 
bright 
THE DRESSED BEEF BUSINESS 

was entered Intoon a mammoth scale, and has 

rown t such importance tnat it boldly throws 

own the gauntlet to the live stock shippers, and 
says we have come to stay. In support of the per- 
manency of the position of the business they point 
to the fact that the Northern Pacific Railroad is 
proceeding to erect vast sladghter-houses and 
dressing establishments along their line, and atSt. 
Paula place with a capacity of 15,000 beeves per day, 
is to be compieted this summer. A war of giants 
has been inauguarated, and the railroads have 
been brought into it, as their interests have dic- 
tated. The center of tne warfare just now is 
Chicago, and the National Stockyards people 
across the river are in the position of the Tennes- 
see bride who stood by a deeply interested spec- 
tator during her husband’s wrestle with a bear.

ina struggle in which the entire West is repre- 
sented, are, on the side of dressed beef, Armour 
& Co., Swift & Co, and Hammoud & Co., aided and 
nerved by the Grand Trunk and Baltimore & Ohio 
Railways, and representing perhaps hot more 
than $10,000.000 capital. On the other side are 
Samuel W. Allerton, Nelson Morris, Henry 
Myers, Isaac Waixel, Samuel Brown and Mr. Saa- 
ler, all of this city; the Vanderbilt lines and, in 
fact, all Bagh rt ey corporations of 
the countTy, rresenting alone $100,000,000 
capital. The light as to freight” rates 
is easily explained. Commissioner Fink, on the 
authority of cattle experts, assumed that cattle 
dresses 60 per Cent; or, in other words, a 1,000- 
pound bullock would only yield 600 pounds of 
dressed begs. The rate trom Chicago to Seaboard 
points on live stock is 40 ceuts ‘ hundred; as a 
consequence the rate on dressed beef is put up to 
6icents. Fromthe National Yards in East St. 
Louis the rate is: Live stock, 45cts.; dressed beef, 
72cts. “Now see how unfair that is,” said Mr. 
Patierson, of the Beef Canning Company, this 
morning. “A good, tatr live stock load is 20,000 
pounds; at 45 cents that is 690 percar. A refriger- 
ator car Will take 5,000 pounds more dressed beel or 
2,500 pounds, Which, at the raie of 72 cents, is 
$180, just what it costs to ship two car-loads 
of live stock or 40,000 pounds. It must also bere. 
membered that the dead weight is the same,about 
38,000. The dressed beef men allege that there is 
discrimination against them in @he established 
rate, and that is a matter to be settied at the con 
ference next week,” 
( HARGES AND COUNTER CHARGES. 

As near as can be gathered at this end of the 
line.the attitude of the two interests 1s as follows: 
Phe stock yard men charge that the dressed bee! 
men are engaged in the formation ofa giant mono- 
poly, which if consummaied will not only wipe 
eut the great stock yards of the West aud the 
slaughtering establishments of the Eastern cities, 
but will close up the smal! butcher oy at home, 
and that it will drive fromthe stock business 
operators on small capital of from $10,000 to $20, 
oo. The stock nen say that the dressed beef in- 
terest has the backing of the Grand Truuk* Line 
aud the Baltunore and Ohio Railroad, and alleve 
underbilling and gross favoritism and discrimina- 
tion. To thisthey add suggestions that lame,aged, 
bruised and diseased cattle, and caitle that have 
been suflocated or died natural deaths will be 
shipped to the Eastern markets, to the utter ruin 
of all desirable sanitation. 

The dressed beef inen then rise up and say, by 
way of rejoinder, that the killing aud dressing of 
cattle near the pointoft production and the ship- 
ping of it, safely stored in refrigerator cars of 
modern design, is notonly a more rational way. 
to supply the Eastern market with beef, but that 
it will reduce the price to the consumer, that the 
quality of the meat will be better aud the spirit of 
humanity be better subserved. A dressed beef 
nan always weeps tears of bitter anguish when 
he recails the sufferings of cattle shipped east on 
the hoof. The dressed beef men charge 
upon the shipment of live. stock the real cause 
for the continued high price of beef, the cost of 
shipment being added by the consignee to the re- 
tail price plus the necessary prolit. They urge 
that the oflalcan be pest utilized at the point of 
production. In the stock business ‘the term 
“offal’ includes everything thatis not marketable 
beef. Then the dressed beef man calls attention to 
the gigantic power of the stock yard interest of 
the country, Which is saidin round numbers to 
stand at $100,000,000, and this is the monopoly 
whicti has sO long cictated to the 
people the price of beef. The Vander- 
bilt interest has invesied elargely 
in stock yards, and has inChicago and East St. 
Louis alone, perhaps, a $10,000,000 interest. Seott, 
of the Erie, is a large owner, and the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad is reputed to own control of the East 
St. Louis yards. Itis not difficuit to understand, 
then, the deep interest taken in the live stock in- 
terest by the railroads, and not difficult to credit 
the threats allegea to haye been made by ceriain 
high officials, that they would crush out the pew 
business it they had to haul live stock to the sea- 
board for $20 per car, or for nothing If that did not 
doit. Standing at the head of the Lilinvis end of 
this monopoly is 

SAMUEL W. ALLERTON, 

of Chicago, arailway magnaie with vast inter- 
ests in the Penusylvania Railroad. He is the 
largest cattle shipper in the West, and has an 
available capital of $3,000,000, with which he is 
prepared to encourage cattle dealing. In an in- 
ierview published in the Chicago Tribune, Mr. 
Allerton,in discussing the recent conference of 
stock and railroad men, of which the gathering 
next Wednesday will be the conclusion, said: 

“All the butchers of New York, cattle men and 
dressed-beef nen from Chicago and railwav men 
came together to establish the commercial value 
of each interest and rates of transportation for 
each. Mr. Fink had the commeretal interest at 
stake, and desired toestablish fair rates for both 
parties. The cattle men demanded higher rates 
for the dressed-beef men. The latter wanted low- 
er rates Ior themselves and higher for us. The 
dressed-beef men claimed that a steer weighing 
1,000 pounds shrinks one-half per cent in its quar- 
ters and tallow, or about nine pounds, when 
shipped alive. When dressed here they claimed 
that the beef would weigh fifteen pounds more 
than when slaughtered jn New York. They now 
pay 160 per cent higher for shipping dressed beef 
than we do for live cattie, and demanded a reduc- 
tion to 120 percent. We desired a higher rate 
than they pay now, say 200 per cent, to make an 
equality of rates with us.” 

MANAGER KNOX, * 

A reporter of the Post-DIsvATCH crossed the

CRIMINAL COURT, 


Charles Sanders Arraigned to Plead—Mo- 
tions in Murder Cases.

JUMP, THE CARICAPTURIST. 


—-—-- 


He Dies Early This Morning in Chicago— 
Cause of the suicide. 


Many residents of St. Louis will hear with re- 
gret of the sad end of the talented artist Edward 
Jump, who several vears ago attracted much at- 
tention by aseries of local caricatures which he 
executed for Emil Bessel. Jump was a genius, 
aud love of liquor was his besetting sin. He bad 
been on an unusually prolonged spree in Chicago, 
where he has been living of late, and last evening 
he walked into the business office ,of the John B. 
Jeffrey Show Printing House, sat down toa 
table, and wrote two letters, which he did 
not seal, one to his wife and _ the 
other to no one in_ particular. Both 
declared his Intention of committing suicide, and 
were written under great excitement. Unobservy- 
ed by the only other occupant of the office, he 
drew a 32-caliber revolver. placed it over his right 


eye, and fired, the ball passing through his brain 
aud coming out at the top of the head. The wound 
was not instantly fatal, help was summoned and 
the dying: man was taken to his boarding- 
house on West Madison street. His wile was 
absent, and his landlady refused to receive hiim, 
saying that he owed her board and that she had 
given him notice to leave. He was then 
taken to the County Hospital to. die. 
He never spoke again, but tingered in an uncon- 
scious state all night, expiring early this morn- 
ing, information which comes to the Post-D1s- 
PATCH by special telegram. Emil Bessehl, while 
in Chicago a fortnight ago met Jump, and noticed 
at the time that he seemed very despondent. He 
attributed this, however, to the fact which 
Jump admitted, that he had been 
drinking heavily. It was in vain 
that his old friend endeavored to cheer and en- 
liven him, The artist had conceived the delusion 
that his friends had goné back on nim. The fact 
is,he could have easily made $100 a week,if sober, 
as he was invaluable in some lines ot work, hav- 
ing quite a genius for designing striking and 
vriginal show-printing. His first meeting with 
Bessehl was cbaracteristic of the Bohemian. The 
Fifth street resort had just been opened 
in 1875 and Bessehl and a number 
of friends were looking at some cartocns, 
the work of Joe Keppler, when Jump, whom no- 
body Knew, came,in, and, overhearing Besseh! ex- 
press a desire to create a gallery of local carica- 
tures, he stepped up and said, “I am the very 
man you want; lam an artist.” Besselil talked 
to him far a few minutes and at last invited him 
to bring aspecimen of his work the next day, 
never ay to see him again. The next day 
in walked the long-haired, carelessly clad artist, 
with the cartoon of Bessehl surrounded 
b artists offering him their sketches. 
Hie Was engaged on the spot on a regular 
salary, and his work is familiar to all visitors to 
St. Louis. His habits were very irregular, and it 
was impossible to get more than three days’ work 
a week outof him. Frequently his employer was 
forced to lock him up in a room in order to get 
him to finish his work. His convivial habits made 
things unpleasant for him at howe, and he fre-, 
quently complained of the treatment of his wife. 
. few drinks, however, put the. mercurial 
Frenchmau on his feet again; awdy then with 
dull care and hurrah for a night with 
the —— At intervals he would 
receive large sums of money from his 
family in Paris, France, at one time the remit- 
tance amounting to $3,000 in gold. He left St. 
Louis to create Bessehl’s gallery in Cincinnati; 
then became a designer for Strobridge, the litho- 
grapher; went outon the road for a few weeks 
with a vaudeville show, doing lightning earica- 
ture work; then worked a few weeks for a Cleve- 
land publishing house, and then back to Chicago, 
where he dida lotof work for Chapin & Gore, 
and occasional jobs for Jeffreys. He seems to 
have been on anearly continuous spree for sev- 
eral months. He had drank so much that 
he was actually on the verge of delirium tremons, 
and was afraid to sober up. His straitened man- 
ner and the fact that. he liad been ordered to leave 
his boarding house finally nerved his disordered 
brain to conceive and execute the deed of self-de- 
struction. His last work in St. Louis was in ex- 
ecuting some illustrations tor Commodore Rolling 
pin’s almanac. He was 44 years of age, anda

ANOTHER “WINDSOR” MATINEE. 
Tilt Betwecn Distinguished Barristers—Pro- 
bate Matters—Cases in Court. 

The everlasting **Windsor” litigation loomed up 
again thismorning for the annoyance of the 
Court, and the entertainment of a Saturday gath- 
ering ol the bar.

P. Barrett were 
transferred to Mr. Thatcher. The deeree, how- 
ever, provided that the transfer should not affect 
the rights of Mrs. Livingston or Mr. Barrett. 
This was an addenda onthe part of the court 
The ex-disbarred attorney this morning presented 
an affidavit in support of a motion to set aside the 
decree. He stated that Livingston and Glover 
had acted secretly and without any warrant or 
authority in the matter. The affidavit of Ed. P., 
Barretl Was read,together with reports of the last 
meeting of the directors of the sWindsor Hote! 
Company, held at the office of William ©. Jones 
Mareh 27. Mr. Barrett's letter was read showing 
that the only attorneys authorized to act for the 
Windsor Hotel Company were the ex-disbarred 
and Mr. William C. Jones, and that 4, 
EK.

The New Art Decorations Placed Upom 
Bessehi's Annex Saloon. 


Some people felt rather bad about it when they 
saw Mr. Emil Bessel tearing out the decorations 
of his beautiful little Annex saloon on Fifth 
street, a few days ago.

promise to replace the charming orna 
mental featnres of his establishment 
would result tn anything that would 
at all approach the beauties of the old place, and 
from the time the decorators began Work until 
this morning, when they announced that suf- 
ficient of their labor was done to judge of its 
value, there was a great deal of anxiety about the 
matter. Now, though, itis plainto be seen that 
Mr. Bessehl will keep his promise. He gave the 
contract for redecorating his saloon to Mr. J. L. 
Isaacs, and that gentieman is doing it in the high- 
est style of recent art. The ceiling is already 
finished, and two of the side walls, and the effect, 
even in this incomplete siate, is simply wonderful. 
The woodwork of the saloon is in_ oak, 
cedar and ebony, apd Mr. Isaacs 
has selected designs, colors and combinations 
that are perfectly in harmony with the fixtures.

OUR DEBT TO ENGLAND. 

One painful result of the disclosures of 
Lyncu, the Bow street informer, has been 
to set the New York papers upon the mourn- 
ers’ bench, and one would think from their 
contrite utterances that the people and Gov- 
ernment of the United States were in some 
way responsible for the misdeeds of the con- 
spirators and that we were called on to'make 
atonement. This shows so utter a miscon- 
ception of the situation and is so thoroughly 
un-American that it would be inex- 
plicable except on the assumption that 
the New York editors have unconsciously 
yielded to the influence of that Anglomania 
which they have so long been cultivating. 

If we want to settle our account with 
England .and discover how our balance 
stands, we must look at both sides of the. 
account, and on a full statement of the books 
the balance is largely in our favor. All the 
opposition, hatred, invective, active conspira- 
cy and disturbance of the peace of England 
through Irish agitation. in America 
has come from men who were born 
subjects of England, whom English 
misgovernment drove from home 
and to whom we offered shelter. If they 
still cherish resentment and bitter hatred 
against their old rulers itis not our fault. 
We did not teach them to hate England, we 
did not prompt them to assail England. 
It was not American influences which start- 
ed the fires of hatred or kept them alive. 

On the contrary,this country has done more 
to relieve and lessen Irish discontent than 
England herself has done. For thirty-five 
years we have been drawing off from Ire- 
land, year after year, and by tens and hun- 
dreds of thousands, those unfortunate 
elements of the population whose suffer- 
ings, wrongs and discontent would have 
made them disturbing and dangerous ele- 
ments. We have removed a potent cause of 
discontent, and by giving our Irish citizens 
comfort and prosperity have diverted their 
minds from brooding over the sad state of 
affairs in their old home. 

There is no other cause for the disturb- 
ances in Ireland except the misgovernment 
of England and the misery of the Irish peo- 
ple. Itis notthe Irish who are at fault. 
They are neither better nor worse than 
other races. They have their faults and 
their virtues, but their history’ in 
this country shows that under just and 
‘fair treatment they are as industrious, 
peaceful and law-abiding as any others. 
They are unruly only because they are mis- 
erable, and England is responsible for their 
misery, While this country is the one country 
that has done all that -has been done to re- 
lieve their misery. 

And now because we cannot or will not 
wholly suppress that freedom of indignant 
speech and prompting to indignant action 
called forth among our Irish citizens over the 
situation in Ireland, because we refuse 
to treat freedom of .speech as a crime, 
because we refuse to punish people for 
offenses they have not yet committed 
and because we refuse to restrain 
the liberties of our citizens in order to carry 
out the local police regulations of England, 
we are asked to look on ourselves as har- 
dened sinners against the comity of na- 
tions and the peace of the world, and are ex- 
pected to go down on our knees and make 
confession of our guilt. This is asking a lit- 
tle bit too much, and we advise all Ameri- 
cans to keep cooland maintain a strict neu- 
trality in a contest which they have done 
much to avert, but which was inevitable,

CNGLAND’S CRAZE. 

Under the influence of the dynamite scare 
public sentiment ihn England has gone as 
wild as itever was in the days of Tuirus 
OATES, as crazy and cruel as when it de- 
lighted in a daily roast of heretics and 
witches, and kept every publie highway or- 
namented with human bodies hung in chains. 
Nothing could be more wild and savage or 
more inconsistent with the precepts which 
govern England in her sane moments than 
the present talk of the London papers about 
a union of all civilized nations to hunt down 
and extradite political exiles and maleon- 
tents who continue to rail and conspire 
against the governments they hate. One 
paper, the Pall Mall Gazette, however, has 
the temerity to say that the evidence tracing 
the dynamite plots to New York is not 
clearer than the proofs presented by foreign 
police twenty-five years ago that Mazzin1’s 
plots against Italy were being hatched in En- 
gland, and she only laughed to scorn al] 
demands for his extradition. When Orstnr1 
made his attempt upon the lifeof Louis Na- 
POLEON it was proved in av English court 
that the bomb which made such slaughter of 
innocent people in the streets of Paris was 
made in England, and was transported 
thence by Onsini’s London associate, 
Simon BERNARD. Yet when the latter 
was arraigned in an English court 


as accessory to the murder of the vic- 


tims of that bomb, the fact that his compli- 
city was clearly made out did not have the 
least effecton the verdict. The jury could 
not see that anything was on trial but the 
right of England to afford asylum to polit- 
ical exiles, and they brought in a verdict of 
not guilty. ‘‘With the resolute stubborn- 
ness,” said the Times, “of the English mid- 
dle classes, the jury refused to look on BER- 
NARD as amere murderer. They saw in 
him only a conspirator against a despotic 
ruler, who had himself seized a throne by 
craft and violence, and against whom craft 
and violence, if not justifiable, were at least 
not to be classed with the guilt of the com- 
mon murderer.” When England now asks 
our Government to play for her the police- 
man’s part, which she refused to play for 
France and Italy, she will find a good deal of 
that same ‘‘resolute stubbornness.” We have 
inherited it. 


A WAR SOUVENIR. 

One almost forgotten feature of the war 
times is brought back by the notice of*the 
death of SoLomon S. Gray, of Natick, 
Mass., who has been little heard of in recent 
years, but who left his mark on the progress 
of the age by introducing at the proper mo- 
ment the manufacture of the paper collar. 
This ephemeral but useful article of wearing 
apparel is now almost wholly obsolete. It 
has been relegated to very small country 
towns in the West, where it is worn as a 
luxuriant accompaniment to a flannel shirt 
without a neck-tie, but there was a 
time when it inspired the wit of 
half the alleged humorists of the American 
newspaper press and threatened a revolution 
in the clothes philosophy. 

It was invented to meet an emergency and 
had its origin in the necessities of the war. 
Our army regulations made scant recog- 
nition of the functions of the laundress, and 
the clean collar was the mark of the 
officer even more distinctively than bis 
shoulder straps. The vast numbers of our 
army and the uncertainty of their move- 
ments, and the sudden growth of travel of 
all kinds, created a demand which the paper 
collar met, and the Republic hailed it as the 
habiliment of the future. It was whiter 
than linen, it was cheaper than soap, 
it saved trouble, it kept up with the 
fashions, it doubled its capacity when 
it was made reversible, it suggested pos- 
sibilities of paper shirts, and it gréw in 
favor until its manufacture was a vast busi- 
ness, and the march of our army was not 
more plainly marked by the ashes of camp 
fires than by the castaway paper collars. 
Their gleaming remains occupied the va- 
cant lots of cities and filled the suburban 
landscape in company with the hoop skirt 
and the tin can until at last the goats re- 
fused to eat tnein. 

Now the paper collar has disappeared so 
completely that a joke about it in the humor- 
ous columns of a newspaper would not even 
be understood by the younger generation of 
readers. it was more than.a fashion; it was 
a marked feature of stirring and momentous 
days, but it is safe to say that the heavy 
histories of the future will contain no men- 
tion of it, and that the generations to come 
will never know that their ancestors once 
wore the paper collar.

Ina few years the Supreme Court at 
Jefferson City will be clogged beyond the 
aiding hand of a Commission by the woes of 
THATCHER, LIVINGSTON and other claim- 
ants to this well-advertised hotel. No- 
taries Public, Justices of the Peace, the 
Judges of the Circuit and Criminal Courts 
have been kept busy for several months try- 
ing to determine the rights of the various 
parties involved in this wonderful human 
complication. _The public is about ex- 
hausted trying to keep up with the newspa- 
per reports. There has been no end of 
sieges, fist-fights and threatened duels, and 
more bad blood has been stirred up by this 
wrangle than has been known since MARTIN 
LUTHER nailed his theses on the 
church door in Wittenberg. The time 
will come, of course, when no court will be 
able to understand anything about the Wind- 
sor Hotel Squabble,and then the patient pub- 
lic may hope for a rest. Old PALMERSTON 
once remarked touching the Schlieswig-Hol- 
stein. question that only two persons in 
Europe had ever understood it—himself and 
a German statesman—and he concluded by 
observing that the German was dead, while 
he had forgotten all about it. May the Lord 
hasten the day when the Windsor Hotel and 
all its attributes, including the incorporeal 
hereditaments, will be lostin similar oblivion.

deadly nature of the packages. We do not 
scare as easily as the English.

SATURDAY CHAT. 


AMONG the pressing needs of St. Louis at the 
present day is a society for the encouragement of 
matrimony among the classes who are called in 
the Sunday morning papers “Society People.” It 
has been I don’t know how many weeks since 
Easter, and the early close of Lent lea the philo- 
sophic observers of society to expect an unusually 
large crop of post-Lenten weddings., This ex- 
pectation has not beeu confirmed. It is doubtful 
whether there has been a season in the past 
twenty years in which the nubile youth of St. 
Louis has shown up so poorly. The livery stable 
men complain, tne florists say there is no use in 
trying to furnish a spring supply of wedding flow- 
ers, the caterers, who are allowed free scope only 
at marriage tables, say that there has hardly been 
a first-class nuptial feast in a month, and the so- 
ciety reporters are compelled to print unauthor- 
ized reports of engagements, which are promptly 
and indignantly denied. 


INSTEAD of getting married and raising children 
it is considered the proper thing nowadays to go 
west and raise cattle. A ranche in Texas appeals 
more strongly to the affection of our adventurous 
youth than a wife in Stoddard Addition. Some of 
them push on to New Mexico and Arizona; the 


further they can get away from soclety the better. 


Some of them have gone to Colorado and Montana 
and Dakota. They invest in mines: they enter 
land ; they do all sorts of things; but the one thing 
in which they are agreed is to disappear from 
the society columns of the papers, which are 
shrunken and jean through their disappearance. 
It would make an interesting item, in the absence 
of a better one,if one would get up the names of the 
golden youth who might have remained at home and 
reflected lustre on the society columns,and favored 
the world with a description of their weddings, 
but who are now punching the unruly cow across 
the lonely plains of Texas or indulging in Al- 
naschar visions of mining wealth in New Mexico 
and elsewhere. ‘The worst of it is that there is no 
record of any of them coming back with his 
dreams realized. They are all 

‘Like ships that saf for sunny isles 

But never come to shove.” . 


MR. BROCKLEHURST'’S néw book about *‘Mex- 
ico to-day,”’ Scribner, N. Y. ($7), is the first book I 
know ofin the English language about Mexico 
in ten years, its predecessor being Miss Kings- 
ley’s pleasant account of her ride across the 
country with Gen. Rosecrans in 1872. This, how- 
ever, is out of print, and so, with the exception 
of Miss Risley-Seward’s account of Mexico in 
“Seward’s Voyage Around the World,” there is 
nothing accessible to English readers in book 
form more recent than forty years ago. Mr. 
Brocklehurst is a clever English gentleman 
of the “globe-trotter”’ type who went to Mexico 
for a two weeks’ visit in March, 1881. I sailed th 
the same leaky tub with him, and three days’ 
after his arrival in Mexico I found nim regretting 
that he had to wait till the tub retwrned to Vera 
Cruz, as Mexicowasa bore and time hung heavy 
on his hands, Whenl left, two months and a 
half later, he was still there, ciimbing Popoeata- 
petl and visiting haciendas. When I retured six 
months later he was still there, and now he has 
perpetrated a book. 


THE price of the book will prevent its sale, but 
itisa pleasant and entertaining book, easy to 
read. The marvel about it is that it contains 
nothing new about Mexico. Thereason is there 
is nothing new in Mexico to makea book of. Ex- 
cept acouple of railroads there is nothing de- 
scribed by Mr. Brocklehurst which was not de- 
scribed in more ample detail forty years ago by 
Madame Calderon de la Barea, whose book still 
remains the standard‘of description of Mexican 
life and societv, Madame Calderon was a Scotch 
woman. the wife of the first Minister sent by 
Spain on the resumption of diplomatic relations 
with the rebellious province. There has been lit- 
tle change in Mexico thus far, but ‘the change is 
coming soon, and before ‘‘the old order changeth, 
yielding place to the new,” some one ought to get 
out a final book of travels describing Old Mexico, 
and with real illustrations, in place of the circus 
posters with which Mr. Brocklehurst’s book is de- 
faced. 

THE person whom I[ think best qualified for 
such a work may almost be claimed as a citizen 
of St. Louis, as he lives in the pleasant suburb of 
Hichiand, Illi. Thisis Mr. Ernest Bandelier, the 
scholar, antiquarian and ethnologist, who proba- 
bly has as cleara Knowledge of the origin and 
early history of Mexico as any man living, and 
who, like all men of real scholarship, possesses 
the faculty of catching the salieut traits and nota- 
ble features of modern life as well as of ancient 
history, and who is also singularly clear and easy 
in telling what he knows, Mr. Bandelier is, in 
this busy. money-grabbing West, a rara avis. He 
isa gentieman of moderate but independent for- 
tune, who, early in life, settled down to the ae- 
quisition not of money, but of Knowledge, and he 
is now one of the millionaires of learning, better 
known, perhaps, elsewhere than in St. Louis, but 
well-known everywhere as a genuine scholar. 


A GREAT many people who do Know, and a 
great many more people who do not know of the 
existence of such a person as Dr. Ferriere, the 
husband of Madame Anna, the fortune teller, will 
be surprised to Know that he is really une of the 
few learned men of St. Louis. A few years ago, 
when Madame Annaconsulted the stars on Pourth 
street, below Market, the figure of Dr. Ferriere 
was a familiar one on the sunny side of the street; 
small, but lithe and well made and erect, he was 
a noticeable personage, with his neat and fault- 
less suit, silk hatand cane, and black-bearded 
face lit up by a pair of flashing black eyes. Now 
that they have moved down into the little French 
colony on Walnut street the Doctor is less often 
seen, and does not care to be scen at all; he 
reads, and is content to do nothing else. He 
gives fifteen hours a day to study, and while he is 
an universal scholar, he is an encyclopewdia of 
the history of medical science. He has wandered 
very far from his early teaching, for he graduated 
as a theologian from the Catholic Seminary of 
St. Sulpice, in Paris. Now, like Mirapeau, he has 
“swallowed ali formulas,” and believes only in 
attending to his own business. 


I MET ex-Congressman John B. Clark, Jr., the 
other day. He is now interested in some copper 
mines at Humboldt, Nevada, and be is in that 
hopeful state which is peculiar only to mine-own- 
ers and the holders of tickets In big lotteries. Mr. 
Clark is also a candidate for the Clerkship of the 
next House of Representatives. His prospects 
are quite good. The Speakership is almost cer- 
taintogo to the East, and he has reason to be- 
lieve that the mere matter of geographical loca- 
tion willturn the scale in his favor, though his 
qualifications and his numerous friendships will 
count for much. : 


1 AM told that Herr Barnay i very much disap-. 


pointed over his American tour. His andiences 
have not corresponded to his reputation and his 
undoubted dramatic greatness, but that is not his 
chief disappointment, He came over here with an 
honest ambition to play before Americans ana his 
audiences have been almost wholly German, and 
he has failed to produce any tinpression among 
the non-German Americans. This is, of course, a 
depressing experience, butit is what mignt have 
been foreknown. Salvini succeeded not because 
Italian is better known in this country than Ger 
man, but because itis less known. German is so 
common here that the presence of the greatest of 
German actors impresses Americans neither asa 
novelty, nor asa sensation, nor asafasnion. The 
Barnay theory was thatin a coulitry where there 
were so many Germans, everybody would takea 
natural interest in an eminent German tragedian, 
The fact is that the Americans leave German cul- 
ture entirely to the Germans. When Bodensteat 
visited St. Louis he obtained no recognition from 
Americans; I doubt whether one in ten of my 
American readers knows who Bodenstedt is, f 
do not know of twenty Americansin St. Louis, not 
of German parentage, who read German, ana 
would be puzzled to find six who speak it. 


THE Mugby Junction tea-party is the latest 
fashionable invention for raising money for re. 
ligious uses. It is a Cincinnati invention, and 
therefore to be taken with caution. Each lady 
prepares a luncheon for two, as delicious as she 
can make it, and-conceals her card under the 
basket lid. The baskets are all grouped together 
at the place of meeting, and sold by auction te 
the gentlemen present. When a gentleman buys 
one, the lady whose card is found in it arranges 
the luncheon on a little table, and as partners for 
the evening they sit down to a merry téte-a-téte 
over tne viands. On its face this looks fair 
enough, and decidedly less objectionable than 
church fair lemonade, ice-cream and oyster soup, 
not to mention kisses and hugs ata high price 
from misses and at a double price from more 
expert matrons. But somehow all pious devices 
for foraging upon the heathen are liable to abuse, 
and one suspects a deep-laid design in the pre- 
tence of hiding each lady’s card in her basket and 
grouping them all together. It is so easy fora 
lady to infornt a gentleman how he may tell her 
basket by a flower, awreath, or a bit of ribbon or 
an exposed napkin-fringe, and then: have one or 
more ready to bid against him.

TWO INFERNAL MACHINES 


In the Possession of Pierrepont Ed- 
wards,ijthe British Minister. 


Fy Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New York, April 21.—Mr. Pierrepont Ed- 
wards, the British Consul, is in possession 
of two infernal machines, one of which was 
found with others in the barrels seized on 
the dock at Liverpool two years ago. Itisa 
box made of galvanized iron one foot in 
lencth by four inches square. The cover is 
a cap on hinges which close with a hasp and 
padlock. Fitting into the box underneath 
the cover and occupying about one-third of 
it is a square cup which 
contains a small clock, manufactured by 
the Ansonia Clock Company, and which will 
run for six hours. An iron tube runs through 
the bottom of this cup into the space below.

The “Boys”—The “Gang’”’—Ben Barnes. 
—Nervy and Nerveless Operators. 
Whatiscalled they “boys” on ‘Change 
have had a pretty lively time this past week, 
what with excited markets, a good many of 
them—the boys—on the wrong side and their 
funds running low. It might be as well to 
inform the uninitiated that the “boys” are 
those who make the spacious hall resound 
with their yells as they gather in the ‘‘pit” 
and try to sell the crops when the markets 
are dropping, or to buy an elevator full when 
the markets are climbing upward.

Louis gas company’s $2 50 meter fell upon the 
crowd and trade and ‘traffic for the nonce re- 
ceived a check, It was the largest single 
transaction ever made on the St. Louis Ex- 
change, and for that reason should be hung 
up with the archives of the institution or laid 
away with that membership fund that draws 


five per cent interest. 

Ben Barnes is quite a noted character of 
the Exchange. I recoilect well when he 
made his debut onthe floor. It was some- 
thing like five years apo. Prior to that he 
had been speculating in live stock, Barnes 
himself told me that he came down to St. 
Louis with a lot of hogs, and after disposing 
of them and making a good prot, he dropped 
into the Exchange, ‘There he caught onto 
the little knot of speculators, who at that 
time congregated on the west side of the 
hall, where the call was then held. Barnes 
commenced trading through ‘Uncle John 
Talbott, andat first contented himself with 
scalping on afiveor so during theday. His 
operations were uniformiy successful for 
fully a year. Heand I visited the ruins of 
the old Southe n just after that hotel burned, 
aud he told me then he had pulled $10,000 or 
$11,000 out of the crowd and very seldom 
been let -_. io.

A Paris letter says it looks as if at last a 
very interesting and important problem in 
acriculture had been solved by M. Chantin, 
who has discovered how to produce with 
certainty andat the minimum of expense 
that most precious of all vegetables, the 
truffle. The origin and development of the 
tuber melanosporum, has |from the earliest 
days been dissussed almost as vigorously as 
the best method of cooking it, the fact that 
when mature it is found quite free from at- 
tachment to any other body contributing to 
the puzzlement of the students of all ages. 
Pliny regarded itas an excrescence of the 
earth, and Plutarch attributed its formation 
to the combined action of heat, damp and 
thunder. In modern times it has been held 
that the truffle was the result of a wound 
inflicted on the roots of the oak tree by a 
beneficent insect desirous of depositing its 
eggs, and M. de Gasparen’s formula of forty 
years ago was, “If you would produce 
truffies, plant oaks,.”” This theory has been 
controverted of late in England, where it is 
contended that, while truffles prefer loose 
soils and affect the nee pe of trees, 
especially the oak, beech, and chestnut, they 
grow impartially in pastures and open downs 
and remote from shade. Mr. William Til- 
lery, the most successful of the English ex- 

rimenters, insisted that the truffle was, 

ike other fungi, produced from spores, and 
this only from ripe ones, and that it de- 
manded a liglit, calcareous soil, under oaks, 
beeches Or other trees not tooshady. His 
method of transplanting was to take up the 
over-ripe tuber with a spadeful of earth sur- 
rounding it, and place it under an oak tree 
in a bed covered with oak leaves held down 
by boards or rails. It takes from three to 
four ygars for the truffle-bed to begin yield- 
ing, but there is a good deal of waste in gath- 
ering its product, since digging up at hap- 
hazard destrovs the truffles that are growing. 
Another English cultivator met with success 
by planting parings and over-ripe truffles in 
a young oak plantation, the soil of which 
came froma lake near by and was full of 
sheils and calcareous substances, An alter- 
ationinthe levelof the grounds which led 
him to place more earth upon the truffie-beds 
ruined them. 

In both these cases it may be noted that 
the soil was calcareous. M. Chatin has dem- 
onstrated the exclusive presence of the 
trufiie in calcerous soils. For instance, on 
the road from VDoitiers to Perigueux by 
Limoges the truffle disappears with the lime- 
stone formation near Montmorillon, nor is it 
found again till the granite plaieau has been 
left behind and the calcareous rocks crop up 
once more near Thiviers. While any calcare- 
ous soil will produce the the trufile, it hasa 
a preference ior the Jurassic formation. so 
that in France the Jurassic area and the area 
of truffle cultivation coincide precisely, The 
Climatic conditions which it demands are 
those that suit the vine, so that M. Chatin’s 
theory is thus formulated: ‘Ilo produce 
truifies, sow ‘truffle acorns’ in a calcareous 


soil where the climate will mature the 
grape.” By “truffle acorns” are meant 
acorns that have fallen upon 


trutiie-beds, the oak of Poitou and Perigord 
being the quecus pubescens, and that of 
Provence, the quercus ilex, or “holly-oak,”’ 
the oak of Pliny and the hostorians. Acorns 
taken from the tree give no result; is is only 
when they have tallen to the ground 
that they have an opportunity to acquire the 
spores or seeds of the truffle, which germin- 
ale with them. It takes from eight to ten 
years for a truffle to come to matur- 
ity where a corn-planting is resorted to—ten 
years in Provence and eight inthe more 
northern districts, as Poitou, and the only 
labor demanded, once the acorns have been 
planted, is an annual turning up of the soi! 
in April. During the rest of the year it 
must be lefttoitself ‘The English cultiva- 
tors, who have produced results in less than 
half the time, adopted, as I have already 
sliown, more costiy methods. They hold that 
the truffle crop ina plantation of oaks will 
jnerease the value of the land by fifty per | 
cent, but this estimate must be set down as 
singularly low, since the truffle will bring | 
from S2toS$5o0r even$7a pound at Peri- | 
gueux, and in England is held at $5 or there- | 
ebouts, the price rising to 87 or $10 in times 
of scarcity.

LIVING DUST. 


Myriads of Venemous Bacteria in the 
Air We Breathe. 
Camille Flammarion itn Le Voltaire. 


The existence of multitudes of wandering 
corpuscles in the air did not escape the ob- 
servation of the ancients, Lucretius has de- 
scribed in elegant verse the curious spectacle 
produced by a ray of sunlight traversing 4 
dimly lighted room; and, in effect, a myriad 
graius of dust may be seen by any one in 
the path of sucha ray of sunlight, flying in 
every direction, but always becoming invisi- 
ble the instant the sunbeam is intercepted. 
But it remained for modern science to prove 
the presence of living organisms, both ani- 
mal and vegetable, in such atmospheric dust. 

It would still astonish many persons, no 
doubt, toinform them them that even the 
purest country air is peopled with a host of 
miscroscopic corpuscles, animal and vegeta- 
ble, and even with a multitude of living 
creatures which enter into our lungs to- 
gether with the air which we breathe, and 
which come in time to take up their resi- 
dence in our own bodies, as in a well fur- 
nished house all prepared to receive them. 
The surprise would be greater and even 
more disagreeable should. we add that the 
number of these germs, thus held by the air 
in suspension, enormously increases in 
places thickly or even constantly inhabited 
—that there is not a bed-room, a salon, even 
an attic, in which they do not 
swarm—that in the great cities they multi- 
ly to fantastic proportions—and that in 

aris the number of these germs within the 
circle of the fortifications is, according to the 
statistics of micrographers, not less than five 
thousand billions (5,000,000,000,000). Such is 
the “‘pure air” which we breathe. 

It is needless to say that all the quarters 

of our m.dern Babylon are not equally 
“rich”? in microscopic life. Those quarters 
most populous with human beings are also 
most populous with microbes,........ The 
air is ten times thicker with germs in the 
heart of Paris than in the neighborhood of 
the fortifications. The proportion also 
varies according to seasons; it is greatest 
in summer, lower in winter, diminishes in 
autumn. There are variations likewise 
corresponding to the state of dryness or 
dampness of the streets. The air is most 
infected during those periods of: summer 
when, by reason of the scarcity of water, the 
streets are not sprinkled, and the dust flies 
everywhere. At such times no less than 
5,000 bacteria have been found to the cubic 
metre of air. But while at Paris, even in the 
rainy season, one must always reckon 
upon the germs stored up in the interior of 
dwellings, and daily scattered to the winds 
every time that rooms are cleaned; in the 
country, upon the other hand, once the at- 
mosphere is well swept by rain, it re- 
mains pure until the winds again come tolift 
from the soil the fine light dust peopled with 
living microbes. 
Here iet®us observe that inasmuch,as the 
Rue Montmartre and the Rue du Faubourg 
Montmartre, are most traveled by vehicles, 
winter and summer, the editors of the Vol- 
taire live in an atmosphere containing from 
5,000 to 6,000 microbes to every cubic metre 
of air respired. 
Everybody knows how easily. dust pene- 
trates into rooms, and that in any city a few 
davs’ neglect ls sufficiently shown by the 
appearance of a fine layer of impalpable 
dust ona marble table or other article of 
furniture. Well, in one single gramme of 
such dust 1,300,000 bacteria haye been found. 
This was in the third story of a house in the 
tue de Rennes at Paris. Another experi- 
mentin the Rue Munyge revealed the pres- 
once of bacteria toto the still more fantas- 
tic figure of 2,100,000 in one gramme of dust 
which has collected upon furniture. 
These bacteria are invisible germs,-eeggs, 
spores. It would require 1,000,000 of them 
to form the thousandth part of a milli- 
gramme. Nevertheless they can be easily 
studied under the microscope. With a 
magnifying power of 1,500 diameters they 
appear nearly a millimetre in thickness. 

Little as they are, these beings are by no 
means inofiensive; for when we have ab- 
sorbed hundreds and thousands by way of 
the respiratory mucous membrane, or the di- 
gestive organs, they give us typhoid fever, 
or searlatina. or small-pox, or diphtheria, 


ete., etc..—each according toits kind. It is 
in the wards of bouspitais that these germs 
are found in the greatest quantijy. While 


the atmosphere of -a house in the most 
thickly settled portions of Paris contains 
from 3,000 to 4,000 germs to the cubic metre 
of air, the atmosphere of hospital wards con- 
tains from 7,000 to 8,000 germs per metre. At 
the hospital of La Pitie the average is 11,000 
bacteria permetre. luthe cofinned air of 
one room of the same hospital, M. Miquet 
found the sadly eloquent number of 28,900 
bacteria per cubic metre. 

Our water has been analyzed like our air. 
To every litre of rain water M, Miquet found 
64,000 microbes. He found in the La Vanne 


Seine water at Bercy, 4,800,000 per litre: in 
Seine water at Asinieres, 12,800,000 per litre; 
_ in sewer-water at Clichy, 80,000,000 per 
itre. 

After reading these figures it seems won- 
derful that we dare to breathe, or drink, or 
eat. Pringle was right, it must be confess- 
ed, when he uttered theaphorism: Plus oc- 
cidit aer quam gladius,—‘The air kills 
more people than the sword.”

The extinguisher is rapidly descending 
upon theatrica!s, and only a few more weeks 
remain until the play-actor and the gushing 
emotional artiste will be seeking either the 
seaside or a summer engagement that will 
bring in money enough to pay board and 
help them to weather through the short 
grass. 

Ail attractions appearing here from this 
out must possess unusual merit if they ex- 

t make their engagement 
profitable, for when the hot 
winds come blowing lazily along the only 
stars people will care for are those that can 
be seen from the roofs of houses and tbe cool 
stone steps at their front doors. 

The shows of the past week haye done 
only fairly, Ludwig Barnay at the Grand and 
Thatcher, Primrose & West’s minstrels at 
the Olympic having the best patronage. 

Herr Barnay ina round of the grandest 
legitimate roles made a great artistic tri- 
umph. 

His Lear Thursday night was probably the 
completest and most thrilling of all his im- 
personations. 

It was of this John Gilbert, the 
veteran, spoke as ai revelation of 
the magnificent possibilities of the 


dramatic art, and Lester Waliack said that 
in thirty years’ daily acquaintance witht e 
stage he had wever seen anything to ap- 
proach it. 

Lawrence Barrett, as I have already 
stated, ranked it superior to Salvini’s mas- 
terly interpretation of the demented king. 

In Lear, as in every otner character he 
attempted, Herr Barnay manifested his 
thorough adaptability to surroundings and 
the wonderful reaches of his power. 

He seems to grasp and master the passions 
as readily as he yields his soul to sentiment, 
or brings the smilies of comedy two his pliant 
face. 

Amore consummate actor, born to his 
art and fully trained to its purposes, never 
left the shores of Europe for this country. 

His American tour has not been financially 
successful, but from an art staudpoint it has 
not been equaled of late years. 

Here he was only patronized. As his mana- 
ger, Mr. Herman, said, the Germans of St. 
Louis had some excuse for staying away 
every night of the week. 

On Sunday they wouldn’t go to see ‘‘Ham- 
let’”’ because they said they wanted to laugh 
after their week’s hard work, and they 
couidn’t lavgh at ‘‘Hamlet.”’ 

On Monday it was something else, and so 
on until Thursday, when they compiained 
that ‘“‘King Lear’’ was too heavy for them. 

Last night the play was ‘““The Death of 
Wallenstein,” and well-bred Teutons re- 
marked that as thev had read Schiller and 
didn’ believe anybody could act his works 
up to their standard, there Was no use going 
to see it. 

To-day they are saying they will wait until 
he comes to St. Louis again. But he will 
not come. He leaves for New York on Mon- 
day, and the morning of May 4 sails for his 
home in Germany.

Herr Barnay is forty-one years old, anda 
widower. He has been acting tifteen years, 
and until recently his reputation ‘Was con- 
tined to Europe. 

He gave fourteen performanees in London 
last suminer, and made an extraordinary hit 
in Mare Antony and Corivlanus. 

From London to New York, and thence to 
Milwaukee, Chicago and St. Louis, complete 
his tour among the English-speaking people 
of the world. 

The story of his early’ life reads pretty 
much in the same strain as that of every 
man who has atiained to prominence in the 
dramatic world. 

He was born in Pesth, where his parents, 
of the Hebrew persuasion, still reside. 

His father being one of the most promi- 
nent Israelites in Hungary, naturally hoped 
to bripg his son up to sume good, respecta- 
ble business, 

He first got him a clerkship’ in a 
littie hand-me-down shop .in a Hun- 
garian village, and was making arranze- 
ments for the boy’s advancement toa better 
position, when the alarming information 
reached his ears that the lad was stage- 
struck. 

Young Barnay occasionally astonished eus- 
tomers by throwing passages of Schiller or 
Shakspeare at them, instead of expatiating 
on the beauty of the buttonsona vest, or 
the excellence of the material of a three-dol- 
lar overcoat, as his business demanded he 
should have done. 

So his father came to hear about his craze, 
and guietiy, but eflectively, sat down upon 
him. 

The stage-struck youth when crushed to 
earth will rise again, every time. Young 
Barnay crawled out from under his parents 
wrath and rap away to join a band of stroll- 
ms players. 

fe struck a Crummles-kind of chap who 
gave him the position of leading man and let 
him ridein the show wagon occasiunally 
because he had better clothes than the other 
vagabonds in the troupe. 

Barnay remained with this party two 
years, sometimes holding up a piece of sceu- 
ery in an act and often doing songs, dances 
and other fantastic things that che whims ef 
his master cailed for. 

The description he gives of those days re- 
minds one of the pre-Shakspearejan theater 
when a green rag and a painted placard were 
deemed scenery enough for anything and 
everything the imagination of a poet could 
put together. 

_After two years Barnay,at the solicita- 
tion of his mother, gave up his strolling life, 
and for six months was bookkeeper in a 
small establishment in Pesth. Ihe actor’s 
genius, however, could not be smuthered by 
doubie-entry, and a company arriving in his 
city that revived the memories of his vaga- 
bond days, hesought the permission of the 
manager to play a part and gt it. 

Resuming the name under which he had 
traveled. La Croix, he played the part so 
splendidly that his mother, who was in the 
audience, went into ecsiacies over her son’s 
ability and from that time on he was a pro- 
fessed and successiul actor, with the family 
endorsement at his back. 

eis to-day considered the crack tragedian 
of Germany and belongs to the fainous com- 
pany that perforins under the patronage of 
the Count of Meiningen. 

While in America he receives one-third of 
the receipts as his salary. When itis known 
that one night he got no more than 835 for 
his share nobody will envy his gvod for- 
tune. 

Heis now under engagement in Hungary 
to play three times @ Week ata salary of 600 
marks, about $125.
